} WAS 1915, the second year of World War I. England 


, and her allies were facing a serious crisis. Because of 
the enemy’s submarine blockade on the high seas, a vital 
ingredient for their explosives could not be shipped through 
to the allies. Victory or defeat hung in the balance. Then 
at the moment of greatest crisis, startling news came of 
a great discovery in a London laboratory. A Jewish chemist 
had developed a new formula for obtaining alcohol from 
wood, a material absolutely essential for the production of 
explosives. 

Lleyd George, Prime Minister of England, faced the 
scientific genius and said, “The Empire and the Allies feel 
a debt of deep gratitude to you. What can we do for you 
in the way of any honor?” Whereupon the chemist replied, 
“IT seek no great things for myself. All I care for is the 
opportunity to do something for my people.” Two years 
later the British government kept its promise to the Jewish 
chemist and issued the famous Balfour declaration. This 
declared to the world that England would cooperate in the 
reconstruction of Palestine as a Jewish homeland. 


Thus the dream born in the mind of a boy born in an 
obscure Russian village became a reality. For even as a 
little boy, Weizmann was troubled by the fate and destiny 
of his people. But boyish dreams gave way to chemistry 
studies in Germany and Switzerland, and at 24 Weizmann 
received his degree. Thown into a circle of ardent Zionists, 
he became the leader of a group of young men planning to 
raise funds for the purchase of: Palestine from the Turks. 
But this ambitious plan was abandoned, and he found him- 
self in England lecturing on chemistry at a university. He 
became a British subject. 

At the issuance of the historic Balfour Declaration, he 
gave up his career as a chemist and plunged himself into 
the work of making Palestine the Jewish homeland. With 
the outbreak of World War II, Weizmann returned to his 
laboratory and the manufacture of synthetic rubber but 
as soon as hostilities ended, he again took up his crusade 
for a nation of Israel.. In May 1948, his life-long task was 
accomplished and Israel was reborn. Chaim Weizmann 
became its first president.

PEARLROTH: I would appreciate an ex- 
planation of the meaning of my family name, Proser. 
My father came from Lithuania. —CARL C. PROSER, 
Greenville, S.C. 
PROSER is a family name of geographical origin. It is de- 
rived from the name of the Lithuanian town of Porosow 
which is about 60 miles from Grodno. The name of the 
town means “situated on the river Ros.” European Jews 
were in the habit of adapting geographical names to Yid- 
dish. That is the reason the spelling of Jewish family 
names is often so distant from the geographical names 
on the map. Instead of spelling it “Porosover” they took a 
short cut to Proser.

More effective, however, is the 
combination of firmness with pos- 
itive, constructive efforts to en- 
list the young person’s coopera- 
tion.

Chicago Synagogue 
Polices Bar Mitzvahs 


CHICAGO (JP)—A traditionaj 
congregation has decided to limit 
the synagogue’s availability fop 
bar mitzvah celebrations to those 
who keep all public aspects of the 
celebration, throughout the week 
end, free of violations of Jewish 
“tradition.” 

The directors of Congregation 
Agudath Adhim of South Shore 
have unanimously approved the 
recommendation of the syna 
gogue’s worship committee urg. 
ing for the restriction. 

Their action was commended 
by the Council of Traditional 
Synagogues of Chicago, which 
asked its other members to at. 
tempt to follow suit. 

Primarily, this eliminates any 
bar mitzvah in connection with 
which a non-kosher dinner is serv, 
ed in some public place on Satur 
day or Sunday night. The ruling 
does not apply to procedures fob 
lowed in private homes on a nom 
catered basis. 

It would, however, enable the 
synagogue to cancel any bar mitz 
vah, even on the last day, which 
was connected with a non-kosher 
dinner or any other event. which 
made inevitable public desecra 
tion of Jewish “tradition.”

R. Samuel Margoshes takes much more than the Israelis to 


up in his front page column 
in The Jewish Day-Journal, the 
statement of Richard H. Sanger, 
of our State Department, that the 
strength of Israel’s armed might 
is such that it has nothing to 
fear from the combined forces of 
the Arab nations. 

Dr. Margoshes analyzes San- 
ger’s contention that the Israelis 
are a 20th century nation with all 
of the fighting know-how and 
ability to use logistics, etc., of a 
modern nation, while the Arabs 
are still back in the 18th century 
stage of a man with a rifle pit- 
ting his skill and courage against 
a similarly armed opponent. 

Dr. Margoshes demolishes San- 
ger’s view by arguing, success- 
fully we feel, that the Arabs are 
receiving the materiel of modern 
warfare, including cannon and 
planes, and are moving from the 
18th century, if that comparison 
were accurate at all, into the 20th 
century.

POST READERS may have 

noted at several places since my 

- trip to Israel in 1952, our conclu- 
sion that Israel’s dominance of 
the Mid-East militarily is com- 
plete. So clear was it that Is- 
rael’s might was invincible that 
there was considerable chagrin in 
1952, even four years after the 
hostilities, that Israel had agreed 
to the armistice—incidentally un- 
der hard pressure from the 
United Nations—just at the time 
when the Arabs were almost in a 
state of rout, and Israel’s victori- 
ous armies were ready to seize 
all of Palestine west of the Jor- 
dan. 

It wasn’t until several months 
ago when I heard a private analy- 
sis of the military situation in 
the Mid-East by an Israeli diplo- 
mat that I understood how things 
have changed ,and why Israel is 
So concerned with the arm ship- 
ments to Iraq and Egypt. 

This diplomat showed convince- 
ingly that it was only a matter of 

~ years before Israel would be sub- 
merged by Arab armed strength. 
He even suggested that by now 
the two forces might be at a 
point where their armed might 
was about equal. 
* a a 

HIS REASONS were these. The 
Arabs outnumbered the Israelis 
in available armed power by 40 
to one. The Arabs were spending 
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Fast of Esther. March 7 
Purim March 8 
Pesach (Passover)._.___April 7-14 
Shevuoth -~May 27-28 
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buy arms—not to mention those 
being given to them-by the U. S. 
One Arab nation alone received 
in oil royalties more each year 
than the entire Israeli budget— 
not merely that portion of the 
budget assigned to the military. 

Whereas Israel must take into 
consideration the welfare of her 
people, such as health and educa- 
tion, ete., the Arab nations could 
spend all their money on their 
armies alone. They had no con- 
cern and no need to be concerned 
with the ill-fed, uneducated, dis- 
eased masses of their people. 

With this picture, then, what- 
ever Israel dia would not suffice 
to meet the threat. This is true, 
the diplomat explained, and the 
only ‘hope for Israel was that 
peace would be achieved before 
the Arabs felt themselves strong 
enough to risk a resumption of 
the fighting, 

This was the picture, and I 
think it is perhaps arf accurate 
one. At least it seems clear to 
me this is the analysis on which 
the Israeli foreign office is oper- 
ating. 

It means that peace with the 
Arabs is the principal concern of 
the Israelis, That also is the aim 
of the United Nations and the 
western powers. 


DON’T know what it por. 
tends, or if it has any sig- 

nificance at all in this direction, 
but the article by Lessing Rosen- 
-wald in the March issue of The 
American Mercury seems clearly 
to represent a new departure in 
American Council for Judaism 
exposition of its anti-Zionism, 

This is a restrained statement 
of the position of the anti-Zion- 
ists. It does not accuse U. S. 
Zionists of dual loyalty or chal- 
lenge them in any way. 

Rosenwald presses for a dis- 
tinction between Jews and Zioh- 
ists, which certainly is his right 
and even is accurate, although 
net in the way he means it. 

We're not trying to urge here 
more statements like this in pub- 
lications for Rosenwald’s empha. 
ses are those of the Council, 
which are unfriendly to the Zion- 
ist viewpoint. But in comparison 
with some of the things printed 
in publications of general circu- 
lation under the Council’s promo- 
tion, this is a remarkably re- 
strained piece, and we hope indi- 
cate that the Council will con- 
tinue its fight on Zionism in a 
manner less likely to place Zion- 
ists in the category of disloyal 
Americans.

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Adjudication Needed 


T JUST cannot be that some solution 
acceptable to both sides could not be 
worked out in the controversy between 
the Detroit Jewish community and the 
Israel bond organization. 

The tradition of adjudication of dis- 
putes is a cardinal precept of the Jewish 
way of life. The Din Torah practice, 
although not as widespread today as it 
was in the past, is still a respected com- 
munity vehicle to be used to bring peace 
in this matter of vital concern not only 
to Israel but also of the U. S. Jewish 
community. 

At first glance it seems that the po- 
sition of the bond organization is inde- 
fensible. A local community has a right 
to make its own decisions. Only when 
such a community is clearly not demo- 
cratically operated could it be said that 


a Jewish organization from outside 
might defy the community, but even this 
position would be hard to sustain. 

The presidents of the national Jewish 
organizations meeting this weekend in 
‘Washington, D. C., might very well be 
the Din Torah to settle this dispute. Both 
the Detroit leadership and the bond or- 
ganization respect the integrity of these 
presidents, all of whom are obviously: 
very much pro-Israel. 

Whether or not this suggestion. is the 
one to be followed is not as important as 
is the understanding that before disputes 
like this reach the stage of bitterness 
that they have, not only in Detroit but 
in Toledo and Indianapolis before that, 
some machinery be generally recognized 
— can be employed to adjudicate 

em. 


We Must Work for Peace 


“®FHE time will come soon when some 


Jewish agency should be set up in 
the United States to foster peace with 
the Arabs. " 

This kind of suggestion may come as 
a shock, but it is far from unrealistic. 

The new group would be genuinely 
interested in the welfare of the Arabs— 
not just pseudo interested. 

Peace, whether in the Near East, or~ 
in the Far East, is a deep-felt hope of 
every Jew. 

As it is now, it is too easy.to think in

Only in a country like the U. S. 
are we free to do and think as a 
free people, and if these two ris- 
ing Hollywood stars. love each 
other, there should be no objec- 
tion on anyone’s part regarding 
this marriage.

I think as a Rabbi, Mordecai 
Simon should have a broader out- 
look on life and stress this point 
(of non-discrimination) to his pu- 
pils and congregation.
